ON THE FAUNA OF ORIBATID MITES AND ANOPLOCEPHALATS, HELMINTHS 
OF DOMESTIC AND WILD ANIMALS OF VIETNAM

SUMMARY 

101 species of oribatid mites and 12 species of helminths — anoplocephalats, transmitted by these 
mites, were found out by Soviet-Vietnam studies in agroecosystems and tropical forests of northern and 
southern Vietnam. Helminths were recorded from graminivorous mammals as follows: horses, zebu, 
sheep, goats, buffaloes, deer, hares, elephant, 2 species of rates, 5 species of monkeys and 11 species of 
birds.
